served by the Co-op. 
The contract ’is divided into a 
unit bid system, Mr. Zaricor ex­ 
plained. 
Payment is determined, 
by prices varying with the size ol 
pole set, type of pole 
assembly, 
number of transformers used, wire 
footage, and the like. 
Total 
cost 
shall not exceed $137,598.67. 
Construction will begin when­ 
ever all right-of-way 
easements 
have been secured and the 
pole 
locations staked out by engineers. 
Mr. Zaricor has secured approx­ 
imately 80 per cent of the ease­ 
ments for the new line.

white man came to the Natchez 


i country, but. according to John R. 
Fordyce, the eminent engineer and 
archaeologist, De Soto’s men vis­ 
ited this section as early as 1543. 
He avers that De Soto died near 
Natchez, and was buried a few 
miles west of the city in what is 
now Lake St. John. 
Wo know positively that Natch­ 
ez is much older than is credited. 
A white settlement existed

long before the establishment of 
Fort Rosalie, which was built and 
garrisoned for the protection of

With the founding of Fort Rosa­ 
lie in 1716, Natchez 
became

New Orleans was founded. 
The massacre of this garrison in 
1729 was one of the darkest trag­ 
edies in colonial history and was a 
great blow to French colonization. 
The subsequent annihilation of the

left little impression, except for a 
sprinkling of English settlers but 
the Spanish regime which follow­ 
ed was une fraught with brilliant 
progress.

FLOGGING WAS PENALTY 


The echoes of an assault by a 
negro slave upon a soldier at N at­ 
chez in that old city’s early days 
were heard in the Superior Coun­ 
cil at New Orlecans. Such violence 
against the m ilitary was a most 
serious offense, so much so that 
the negro was brought to New O r­ 
leans for trial. 
Pierre, the slave, who was nick­ 
named “Jasm ine,” in defense stat­ 
ed that Pierrott, the soldier, was 
always nagging him. The attorney 
for the king dem anded that the 
slave, for his grievous offense be 
hanged and strangled on the scaf­ 
fold in the public square of New 
Orleans. 
The Superior Council found the 
accused guilty, but declined to in­ 
flict the extrem e penalty, because 
of attenuating circum stances. He 
was sentenced to be flogged every 
day and Sundays at the crossings 
of the city by the public execu­ 
tioner, to have his right ear cut 
off and to carry a chain weighing 
six pounds on his foot for the re ­ 
m ainder of his days.
